Brief Statement of the Case 

Plaintiff alleges that he applied for several employment positions with Defendant 
and u'as denied consideration for eoiploymeni because of his age, 47, in violation of the 
Age Discrimination in Employment Act ("ADEA"), 29 U.S.C. § 621 et seq. Defendant 
categorically denies PJaintift^s allegations and asserts Plaintiffs failure to receive an 
interview for employment at American University has no connection to his age or any 
other protected classification. Defendant's position is that Plaintiff w^as not granted any 
interviews for legitirnaie business rea^on^ and illegal diseri mi nation had no pan in its 
decision not to interview Plaintiff

The parties believe they will be able to agree to narrow the factual and legcil issue 
involved.

The parties do not wish for the case to be assigned to a Magistrate Judge.

The parties believe there is no realistic possibility of settlement at this time.
